He did and we submit that the 
patubeainen alsagetbes was onworthy of 
honorable men, Mr. John Taylor came 
before the court with an unregistered 
deed, and coniplained that the Assessors 
had done himself and his son an injus 
tice, It would a if nein — 
lor imagined that all be to do 
a to demand that his son's name be 
upon the assessmeot roll as a 
voter, that the Amessors were in 
daty bound to obey his mandate without 
question. They did not »o understand 
their obligations, Section 46 of the 
Assessment Act sys: “ No such state- 
ment shall bind the Assemor, nor excuse 
him from making dae enquiry to ascer- 
‘tain its correctness ; and notwithstand- 
ing the statement tho Assessor may 
essees such person for such amount of 
real or personal property as ho believes 
to be just and correct, and may omit his 
name, or any property which he claims 
to own or occupy, ifthe Amessor has 
reason to believe that be in not entitled 
be pe wid OF to be aseemsed 
sach property.” The Thurlow As 
sessora followed this instruction to the 
letter, and in doing so Reformers as well 
as Conservatives were refused admission 
to the rolla When Mr. Harford Ash- 
ley submitted several names, the Asses- 
sors required him to produce the deeds 
and other necessary information, which 
he did to their entire satisfaction. The 
names were placed upon the rolls, and 
the action of the Assessors was sustained 
by the court, We may mention that 
several Reformers were refused « place 
on the rolls, though they produced un- 
registered doeds, like Mesars. Bowell and 
Taylor. 

We have referred to the assessments 
in other townships, and have shown that 
where the Conservative party have a 
majority and menopolizy the township 
offices, gross irregularities and corrup- 
tion prevail. This is especially the case 
in Hangerford, where a Reformer is not 
eligible to the office of Assessor with the 
present and past Councils. Had there 
been an honest assessment in that town 
shipaman who has been out of the 
country for fifteen years would not bave 
been placed oa the rolls as a voter. Sir 
Jobn Macdonald instructed his followers 
to make it their object everywhere to 
get possession of the municipalities, and 

the country would be safe for Tory 
role, The Jntelligencer is angry because 
ita party cannot get possession of Thur 
low. 

We have a few mere facta to state by 
way of exemplification, and we are done 
—for this time, When the village of 
Madoc was incorporated in 1877, Mr, A

SOME CURIOUS REFLECTIONS. 

Prof. Proctor, in the North American 
Revihe, discusses the subject of increase 
of population in America, taking the 
latest United States census returos as a 
basis, and arrives at the somewhat 
startling conclusion that, at the pre- 
sent rate of increase, the habitable por- 
tions of North America will be so thick- 
inhabited in the course of 500 years 
from now that four men will stand on 
each square yard of surface. In lems 
than 640 years, the Professor estimates, 
the whole surface of the tarraqueous 
globe would be covered, four men to the 


square yard, from the ya 
of the United States ine ao are 
remarkable estimates by a mao disposed 
to take a philovophical view of matters 
geoerally. They arecalculated to ex- 
cite unpleasant speculations ; but the 
present generation need nct borrow 
tmueh trouble over the matter. 

It is conceded that the opportunitins 
for emigration afforded by the vast fields 
of unsettled territury in Canada and the 
United States, havo lightened the difii- 
culties of the Old World. The time will 
soon come, however, whea the facilities 
for getting cheap food and clothing will 
be greatly circumscribed on this conti- 
nent, and when every acre of land fit 
for cultivation will be occupied. What 
will be the remedy then? Thero are 
no “new worlds” fo conquer by the sur- 
plas population of older worlds, ‘rue, 
portions of the coutinents of Africa aad 
South America are still in possession of 
the aborigines, Lut the said aborigines 
have fulfilled the Scriptural injunction 
to “ increase and multiply,” wherever 
the soil and climate offered sufficient in 
ducementa. The resources of these cou 
tioeats are un éveloped at present, but 
as civilization is introduced the cost of 
sustaining life will be increased, Many 
of the natives now wear but one pitce of 
cloth, but civilized customs will induce 
them to wear two or and 
this will add to the expense of 
living.
